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MUSEUM TO PRESENT EIGHT FEATURE FILMS SHOT IN CLEVELAND 

"Cleveland on Film," an eight-part series of feature-length movies shot entirely or 
partially in Cleveland, will run on Sundays and Wednesdays throughout December at 
The Cleveland Museum of Art. The series complements the Museum’s exhibition of 
newly commissioned photographs of Cleveland by Cervin Robinson. Admission is free. 

"Cleveland on Film" celebrates forty years of Hollywood interest in our city. The 
series opens with a 1949 film. The Kid from Cleveland; the oldest movie in the 
series, it was shot mostly in California but contains views of Cleveland and features 
the World Champion 1948 Cleveland Indians. The most recent is also the series’ 
closing film, Akron native Jim Jarmusch’s acclaimed, low-budget 1984 independent 
comedy. Stranger Than Paradise. In the 35 years’ worth of films between, 
Clevelanders may catch glimpses of Cleveland Stadium, Hough, Public Square, the 
Tremont district, Cain Park, Chagrin Falls, and other locations in movies by directors 
as distinctive as Billy Wilder and Jules Dassin, with such stars as Paul Simon, Blair 
Brown, Jack Lemmon, Ruby Dee, and Tom Hulce. Serendipitiously, two of the films 
are set at the Christmas season. 

Except for Christmas Eve, Sunday films will start at 3:30 pm and Wednesday 
films, at 8 pm.
